With hundreds of hours of bud- 
getary work sessions now behind 
the board of commissioners, 
Chairman John Hartman announced 
the Public Hearing open for “citi- 
zens who wish to speak.” 

More than a hundred citizens came 
to the hearing. Most came to listen 
and observe, but many wished to 
speak. Citizen speakers said they 
were concerned about the safety of 
their families and their. businesses. 
Others were there to complain about 
the county’s state of affairs. 

“I've been paying taxes here for 
over 20 years,” said Eugene 
Renstadler, “and in those 20 years, 
the commissioners never had an 
executive secretary, a new fax 
machine-and their own computer. I 
don’t-see how’ the county can be in 
such, ‘bad shape if you have money 
to be buying. this and that.”

Road Commission puts 
private road issue on hold

In a harshly worded memo o dated 
April 30 to The Road Commission 
for Crawford County, civil engineer, 
Larry V. Paxton of Roscommon, 
stated that “contrary to the state- 
ment of your managing director at 
the last meeting (April 16), his 
client — Terry and Tony Maurer — 
did officially request the road com- 
mission consider and approve the 
Deerfield Estates preliminary plat.” 

Paxton represents the Maurers in 
the development of a 73-unit subdi- 
vision south of Four Mile Road in 
Beaver Creek. He has been 
attempting to gain preliminary 


‘approval of the proposed plat so that 


the project can move forward. 
“Approval of the preliminary plat 
doesn’t approve any road construc- 
tion,” said Ed Holtcamp, spokesper- 
son from the Beaver Creek 


Township Board, who attended to_ 


meeting in support of the new sub- 
division. 

The road commission board has 
been reluctant to grant even a pre- 
liminary approval on this subdivi- 
sion, and have requested the devel- 
opers gather more information prior 
to placing seal of approval on the 

lan. 


Paxton also claimed in his memo 
that “your managing director has 
failed to properly advise you (the 
road commissioners) of the very 
specific requirements spelled out in 
the plat act conceming review and 
approval.” 

Paxton said he is convinced that by

accepting the Deerfield Estates pre- 
liminary plan, that adoption by the 
county of the interior roads is auto- 
matic. 

Paxion aiso continues to say that if 
the published requirements for lots, 
Streets, roads are met by the devel- 
oper, that the road commission has 
no right to make further requests 
beyond the developer meeting those 
published specifications. This 
assertion is born out by portions of 
the Plat Act, shown at 560.105 and 
560.106. 


Commissioner Robert Nelson, 
however, has requested on two sep- 
arate meeting dates — April 16 and 
April 30 — that the developers con- 
sider paving the shoulders of the 
interior streets and has requested 
they submit cost estimates. He’s 
also asked they consider posting a 
bond to ensure the roads are devel- 
oped in a manner acceptable to the 
commission’s standards. 

Paxton has responded at least twice 
with the rebuttal that “it adds at least 
another $1000 to each lot to pave 
what we expect the homeowners 
will maintain themselves. We'll 
gravel 30 feet and pave 22 feet. The 
rest will be grass up to the edge of 
the asphalt.”

Fire Chiefs call for increase in 911 surcharge

The county’s budget can no longer 
support the high level of services it 
currently provides its citizens. This 
includes the 911-Central Dispatch. 

Beaver Creek Fire Chief, Ed 
Holtcamp, said at the Public 
Hearing, on April 28, to adopt a 
county budget for 1998, “The fire 
chiefs in Crawford County have 

_ been meeting with regard to the 911- 
Central Dispatch system. 

“We've looked at other areas, and 
their systems are not funded by 
General Fund but by a 16 percent 
phone user fee. Roscommon 
County,” he said, “has assessed a 
levy of 1 mil for operating and have 
combined it with their surcharge.” 

The current 911 system in 
Crawford County is funded primari- 
ly by the General Fund, along with 
a four percent surcharge levied on 


all one-party single access phone 


lines. 

The average cost to each home- 
owner is 50 cents a month. The 
charge is not part of the long dis- 
tance service, nor is it part of the 
total billing from the telephone com- 
pany. It is a flat fee. 

The fee is an assessment used for 


“recurring emergency telephone 
operational costs and charges that 
shall not exceed four percent of the 
highest monthly flat rate charged by 
a service supplier for a one-party 
access line within the geographical 
boundaries of the assessing county.” 
Section 401(c) of Act 32, Public 
Acts of Michigan 1986, as amended. 

Mr. Holtcamp suggested the coun- 
ty commissioners ask the public for 
its support of the 911-Central 
Dispatch system by increasing this 
allowable fee to 16 percent, or 


approximately $2.00 per month per — 


telephone line. 

This proposal must be approved by 
the commissioners and the ballot 
Janguage approved prior to the issue 
being placed upon the November 
ballot for a vote of the people. 

“We've checked,” Holtcamp con- 
tinued, “and we found that no peti- 
tions may be circulated on behalf of 
this effort. It must come through the 
Board of Commissioners, and we 
feel that it’s only fair that you let the 
citizens decide.

Wildfire season starts early

Department of Natural Resources 
officials urge northern Michiganians 
to take greater precautions when 
handling fire. 

“Spring is the most dangerous time 
of the year for wildfire, because fires 
spread very rapidly through dry leaves 
and grass,” said Art Sutton, Resource 
Protection unit leader of the DNR forest 
management division. “The warm, 
windy weather will only increase the 
fire danger.” 

The danger of wildfire is especially 
high in northern Michigan because of 
insufficient rain, Sutton said. 

Scott Heather, section leader of the 
DNR's wildfire management unit in 
Roscommon, said fire activity this 
spring is ahead of schedule. 

“Our fire season really began in 


Februar) this year, which js unusiial,”” 


Heather said. “We’ve been very busy 
the last few weeks, and have already 
attended to 76 fires this season.” 

The increased danger for wildfire in 
northern Michigan may be related to 
the weather phenomenon E} Nino, as 
weather has been warmer than usual 
with insufficient rain. 

El Nino is a periodic abnormal 
accumulation of hot water in the eastern 
Pacific Ocean that dramatically affects 
the jet stream.

was readjusted from a calendar 
accounting period to end the last of 
September. This was done to take 
advantage of a one-time use of a 
year’s revenue to pay expenses for 
nine months. 

The accounting exercise allowed 
the county to play “catch up” but it 
also meant they had considerably 
less time in which to prepare and 


Winds that normally blow across 
the Pacific from east to west reverse 
direction, creating a huge buildup over 
the ocean. This buildup causes related 
shifts in the jet streams, and the result 
is an unusually mild and dry winter. 

Last fire season, which runs from 
April to June each year, DNR 
responded to 482 fires that burned 
1,496 acres. Of those fires, 312 were 
in the northern Lower Peninsula. 

DNR officials say don’t burn when 
there’s any wind, and make sure to 
check with the DNR when the situation 
appeats questionable. The DNR is 
going day-to-day with issuing burning 
permits. 

Sutton also suggested instead of 
burning leaves and grass clippings, 
consider using them as mulch for 
gardens and landscaping this spring.

32. “A911 system established pur- 
suant to this act shall be capable of 
transmitting requests for law 
enforcement, fire fighting, and 
emergency medical and ambulance 
services to one of more public safe- 
ty agencies which provide the 
requested service to the place where 
the call originates.” 

In 1997, operators at the 911- 
Central Dispatch assisted in 36,756 
calls. The office averages 307.6 
calls per hour, and the agency’s two 
terminalis are operational 24-hours a 
day. 

The 1998 operating budget to 
maintain this system is expected to 
be $280,000, offset by $42,600 
levied through the current 4 percent 
telephone surcharge. 

An additional 12 percent would 
make the agency almost self suffi- 
cient, and would further provide 
adequate operating capital to ensure 
the system becomes fully updated 
and remains efficient.

State Senator Leon Stille (R- 
Spring Lake) announced that his 
effort to increase controls on bill- 
board advertising is strongly sup- 
ported by many groups representing 
a variety of interests, including 
civic, environmental and outdoor 
recreation organizations. 


“I am pleased my legislation, 
Senate Bill 445, has the support of 
so many different groups,” said 
Stille. “People come to Michigan to 
enjoy the natural beauty of our state. 
In recent years we have seen bill- 
boards encroach on even our most 
scenic routes and roadsides. We 
need to put forth careful controls so 
that we may better protect our state’s 
scenic qualities.” 


Introduced last year, Stille’s legis- 
lation, entitled “The Scenic 
Michigan Initiative,” proposed sev- 
eral changes to the Highway 
Advertising Act in an effort to con- 
trol the amount of billboard prolifer- 
ation along Michigan’s highways. 
The contents of the Scenic Michigan 
Initiative have been under negotia- 
tion for several months because of 
protests by the outdoor advertising 
industry. 

A compromise between the bill- 
board industry and those interested 
in reducing billboard blight was 
sought in an attempt to gain support 
for the legislation, realizing that the 
failures of similar attempts in the 
past’ were due .ig the. billboard. 
lobby’s,tightly clinched fists around , 
our Legislature. 

The most recent effort, like many 
others, has also been frustrated by 
the billboard industry’s unwilling- 
ness to compromise. 

Senator Stille, because of his ded- 


’ jcation to the issue and support from 


the public, is exploring going for- 
ward with a modified version of his 
bill. This substitute legislation 
would ban future construction of 
monster double decker billboards, 
increase permit fees to end taxpayer 
subsidies for government oversight, 
and allow county governments to 
regulate billboards. 

Although this seems to be a minor 
proposal, it is still facing opposition 
by the outdoor advertising industry. 

In a March 6, £998 letter, organi- 
zations including the Michigan

United Conservation Clubs, Scenic 
Michigan, and Michigan 
Environmental Council asked the 
Legislature to ignore the pressure of 
the billboard industry and support 
Senate Bill 445. 
Stille’s effort to increase billboard 
controls also enjoys the strong sup- 
port of many other organizations, 
including the Center for Wildland 
Conservation, Federated Garden 
Clubs of Michigan, Michigan 
Association of Counties, the Lone 
Tree Council, Michigan Land Use 


Institute, Michigan Municipal 
League, Michigan Townships 
Association, Mid-Michigan 


Environmental Action Council, 
Rails to Trails, Sierra Club- 
Mackinac Chapter, and Urban 
Options. 

“It is obvious that the billboard 
industry has shackled our state law- 
makers,” said Richard L. Jameson, 
executive director of the Michigan 
United Conversation Clubs. “For 
years they have ignored the dramat- 
ic increase in billboards along our 
roadsides and the detrimental effect 
this has on our state’s natural beau- 
ty.” 

“The Michigan Department of 
Transportation reports that the num- 
ber of signs has increased from 
6,099 in 1972 to 12,058 in 1996. 
Michigan is 8th out of all 50 states in 
total number of billboard sign faces, 
according to Scenic America. The 
national scenic conservation organi--

every 10 miles they are on Federal 
Aid Highways in Michigan.” 

“A State whose second largest 
industry is tourism cannot allow 
these eyesores to continue obliterat- 
ing views of our Great Lakes, sand 
dunes, forests and unique communi- 
ties.” 


Support for this legislation goes 
beyond interest groups, though. 

The results of a statewide 
EPIC/MRA survey last September 
proved that Michigan citizens have 
the attitude of “Enough is enough” 
regarding billboard proliferation. Of 
those polled, 67 percent. thought 
there were too many billboards 
along Michigan’s highways and 60 
percent favored a total ban on new 
billboards. 


Septic additives, do they work? 


by Linda DeMarchis, M.A.,

Q. I recently received a flyer in the 
mail advertising a septic system 
additive to help maintain my septic 
system. Do these products work? 

A. EPA research has not shown any 
of the septic system additives to 
improve the function of septic systems. 
These products suspend solids which 
normally settle out in the septic tank 
and pass them on into the drainfield. 
These solids then clog the soil, thus 
preventing the waste water from 
soaking into the soil. A new drainfield 
must then be installed. 

The best way to maintain a septic 
system is still to have your tank pumped 
onareguiar basis and control excessive 
water usage. By pumping the tank 
about every three years solids which 
have settled out into the tank are 
removed and preventéd from entering 
the drainfield and plugging the soil. 
The drainfield is designed to allow a 
certain amount of water to be 
discharged to the ground each day. 
This would normally be about two to 
four hundred gallons a day. If water 
usage exceeds this amount, the 
drainfield can fail, necessitating costly 
repairs. For example, it is best to 


Space out loads of laundry - doing one 
in the morning and one in the evening, 
rather than doing five or six loads one 
after the other, 

Other recommendations to prolong 
the life of your septic systems include: 

* Install water saving fixtures and 
appliances 

* Repair leaking or dripping faucets. 

* Avoid physical damage to your 
System which occurs when vehicles 


are driven over it or structures placed 
over it, 


* Do not dispose of non- 


decomposable matter in your septic 
tanks, such as plastic or cloth.

The VIEW, conducted a poppy sale 
prior to Memorial Day, 1922, using 
only poppies that were made in 
France.

Newly expanded St. Francis Thrift Shop

A new addition to the Saint Francis 
Thrift Shop was recently completed. 
With the added space, more volun- 
teers are needed, especially for the 
summer months. 

When the Thrift Shop opened over 
30 years ago with a handful of 
members staffing the tiny building, 
few would have dreamed that serv- 
ing an entire community would 
grow out of their efforts. But it’s 
happened. 

Managed for years by Evelyn 
McIntosh and staffed with a few 
hardy souls - now most of them 
gone to a better place — the outreach 
mission of the St. Francis Thrift 
Shop of Grayling has been to accept 
from those who have and give to 
those who don’t have quite so 
much. It’s been a terrific bargain 


for everybody. 

The volunteers have clothed the 
families torn apart by domestic vio- 
lence, and they have helped set up 
-housekeeping for victims burned 
out of their homes. 

With the generous donations they 
receive, volunteers from St. Francis, 
other churches in the community, 
members of the RSVP, and people 
who simply want to lend a day or 
two a month to the effort, sort and 
price for sale to others — almost 
everything imaginable. 

Last year the shop sold a boat, 
motor and trailer; the year before it 
was a truck just made for collecting 
wood and other things. 

The shop is given bowling balls, 
ski equipment, and golf clubs to 
sell. They have clothing and Eddie 
Bauer hand-me-downs. There are

Chewing Tobacco = a dangerous habit! 


by Linda DeMarchis, M.A., 
Health Educator 


Q: lamworried that my son may be 
chewing tobacco. He seems to think 
that this habit isn't harmful but I’ve 


heard that itis very dangerous. Which ° 


one of us is right? 


A: Use of smokeless tobacco is a 
growing problem among our youth. 
Between 1970 and 1986 use of snuff 
increased 15 times and the use of chew 
among adolescents ages 17 to 19 
quadrupled. Unfortunately, 60% of 
high school students think that using 
these substances (Now called, quite 
descriptively, “spit tobacco”) won't 
harm their health. This is simply NOT 
TRUE. Spit tobacco’s biggest danger 
is its clear cut link to cancers of the 
mouth, pharynx, esophagus and 
pancreas. Eventhough itdoesn’tenter 
the body through the lungs as cigarette 
smoke does, it can still lead to lung 
cancer as laboratory studies have 
shown. Smokeless tobacco may even 
play a role in cardiovascular disease 
and stroke by increasing blood pressure 
and causing an irregular heart beat. 

Unfortunately, some of these health 
risks don’t wait to appear in later life. 
Dangerous oral cancers have been 
found in young tobacco chewers even 
during late teen years, the twenty S 
and thirty’s. With this increased use 
of smokeless tobacco, health 
professionals are predicting a huge 


number of deadly oral cancers 
cropping up in young men during the 

_next decade or so. Many of these 
cancers will prove to be fatal. The rest 
will most likely result in disfiguring 
surgery and lifelong scars. 

Many students who try smokeless 
tobacco do so at a young age. When 
high school smokeless tobacco users 
were asked when they began their 
habit, 23% had tried spit tobacco by 
sixth grade, 53% by the eighth grade 
and 73% by ninth grade. 

If your son is using spit tobacco, he 
will have just as much difficulty 
stopping as cigarette smokers have.

George A Griffith 
The world has lost a great 
conservationist. George Griffith, 97, 
died on April 7, 1998, inarehabilitation 
facility near Griffith’s Condo in 
Florida, from the effects of a fall a few 
weeks prior. 


Griffith, one of the founders of Trout 
Unlimited, dedicated his life to the 
preservation of nature and trouthabitat, 
with special concern for the AuSable 
River. He loved fly fishing and 


continued fishing from his AuSable 


River Boat even at age 96, often 
floating the river with his good friend 
Bob Summers, the Traverse City rod 
builder. 


Griffith lived with his wife, Peri, in 


. the Grayling area near Wakeley Bridge 


on the banks of the AuSable in their 
home, appropriately named The 
Barbless Hook. He has gifted that 
property (where the first organizations; 
meeting of Trout Unlimited was held) 
to Michigan Trout Unlimited. 

He served for many years on the 
Michigan Natural Resources 
Commission, fighting for prevention 
of degradation of the state’s outdoor 
tesources and promoting effective fish 
and game regulations based on research 
and advice from world renowned 
experts. 


In writing his book, For the Love of 
Trout, Griffith revealed his life story 
and much of the history of this century 
from the view point of a talented 
salesman, outdoorsman and 
environmentalist. Profits from the 
book (plus contributions) allowed 
formation of the Griffith Foundation 
which is presently working on 
preservation of trout habitat in the 
AuSable. 

Little League baseball was also a 
passion of Griffith's and it has and 
will continue to benefit from his 


support.

Michigan entered. bids beyond: the Zcomprenne 


budget limits set for three building 
expansion projects scheduled to begin 
this month at Kirtland Community 
College.

District residents who voted to help 
provide these improved facilities.” 

In October, 1995 Kirtland area 
residents approved a $4 million bond 
issue to match State funding for 
building expansion program.

Social Security Ads 


Social Security is issuing a general 
alert toarearesidents about misleading 
ads that purport to sell Social Security 
information. You will find that the 
same information is free from the 
Social Security office, and it will be 
accurate. 

The elderly are often targeted by the 
misleading ads, but the ads also target 
new brides, new parents and people of 
ali ages. 

Typical scams are those that use 
“official” letterhead stationery offering 
to provide a replacement for a lost or 
stolen Social Security card, have a 
name changed on a Social Security 
record or get a Social Security number 
for a child for a fee. 

These services not only aré free 
from Social Security, but they 
generally can be obtained just as easily 
as they can from the advertiser. 

Individuals or groups who 
purposefully mislead the public about 
Social Security or Medicare services 
are subject to strong penalties under 
current legislation. The law makes 
such misrepresentations more difficult

to carry out and increases fines that 
can be imposed. 


The Social Security Administration 
responds to consumer complaints and 
inquiries from Congress about mail 
received by members of the public 
that appears to be misleading 
advertising. If it finds that such 
mailings violate the law, the senders 
may face prosecution by the Inspector 
General’s Office. 


The law considers each piece of 
mail an individual violation. It states 
that the use of a disclaimer does not 
excuse such acts, removes a previous 
penalty cap amount of $100,000 
annually, and requires written 
authorization from the government for 
printing and distributing any Social 
Security material for a fee. 


If you believe you have received 
this or any type of misleading 
information, you may report it to: 
Social Security Administration, Office 
of Communications, Misleading 
Advertising, P.O. Box 17740, 
Baltimore, MD 21235 You can also 
take the material to your local 
postmaster or send it to: Chief Postal
